in the Amateur Cup, second 
round, at Loakes Park.

The match, which also forced 
the early retirement of Enfield’s 
John Payne, ended at 3-3, all the

Wycombe’s Larry Pritchard and 
Enfield’s Ken Gray added their 
other scores.
